A Declaration by His Eleforal High- 


neſs the Duke of BRanDENBUR GH, 
concerning the preſent War with 


France. Direfing His Subje&s, and 
Vaſals, and all other His Dependents, 
how they are to demean themſelves in 
their T rading, Negotiation, and all in- 
cident Occaſions, during the preſent 
War. 


REDERICK, thethird, by the Grace of God 
Duke and ___ of Brandenburgh, Arch- 

. Chamberlain and Elector of the Roman Em- 
pire, &c. &c. &c. To all Chriſtian People, 
Greeting. Though hitherto we have moſt earneſtly 
wiſhed and longed for the contimuance of the unt- 
verſal Peace of Chriſtendom ; and that the Coun- 
tries, by the Providence of God committed to 
our Charge, might under our Condu&t enjoy in 
ſvme degree the Blefſings of Peace and Quiet, in 
which they have been ſo long interrupted by the Wars, 
wherein our Father of bleſked Memory was entang- 
ted, during almoſt the whole Time of His glorious 
Government. Yet at this Time the French King 
A 2 having 
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having not only in an hoſtile Manner invade] the Em- 
pire of Germany, without any reaſonable Cauſe or Pro- 
vocation offer*d ; and with a Cruclty and Barbariry 
not uſed cr known among Chrillians, deſtroyed whole 
Tewns and Provinces by Fire, Sword, and utter De- 
ſolation ; but alſo threatned to exerciic the ſame 
Crueltics on Us, and Our Relations and Friends i: 
Franconia, and other Countrics under Our Subjectio: |: 
putting ſuch his unjuſt Purp>ſes actually in Execution 
whercſoever he had Power and Opportunity, (not t- 
mention many other Attempts againl(t Us, and ot. 
States of the Empire and its Alles, in and witho: 
the Empire, cexpreſly contrary to the Articles of Pen: < 
and Truce formerly made with the French King, cven 
to his greateſt Advantage) trom which Nothing was 
more certainly to be expected rhan rhe total ſubrer- 
fion of the State of Europe, and particularly the ut- 
moſt Prejudice and abſolute Ruin of Us, and our 
EleQtoral Family. Therefore, as well in compliance 
with the common Acts and Ordinances of the Empire, 
the unanimous Decree lately made in the Diet at R#- 
tisbos, and the Injunctions given by the Imperial 
Mandate, to all the Loyal Members and States of the 
Empire ; as out of the Duty incumbent on Us to pro- 
vide for the Defence ot our Selt and our Eſtate, ac- 
cording to the Law of Nations, and by virtue of our 
Soveraignty againſt theſe and the Iike Provocations, 
and to the utmoit of our Power to conlult all ſuch 
Ways and Means conducing to our Safety, as God and 
Nature hath ſupply'd Us with; We have been un- 
avoidably obliged to take a Reivlution to have Re- 
courſe to our Arms, in order to Our neceſſary Defence, 
againſt the Violence of the ſaid French King. And 


we have thought it fit hereby to give Notice to all 
People, 
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People, eſpecially to Our Loyal Subjects, and toall the 
Inhabitants of our Provioces and Countries, and all 0- 
thers that belong to Us ; bur ina moreeſpecial Manner |

Tho we do not in the leaſt doubt, but that the fur- 
ther advantagious Propoſal and Demand made by His 
ſaid Majeſty, according to cur moſt humble Addreſ; 
preſented ro Him, out of the ſincere and unwearicd 
Care he takes tor the Roman Empire, and the Com. 


MIO! 
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mon Good of Chriſtendom, will carry its own re- 
commendation to you, whole Intereſt is ſo evidently 
interwoven with 1t : yet upon eſpecial Command 
g1ven us by our moſt Gracious Maſter, and Superiors, 
we muſt not be deficient in the friendly 1mpartin 
our thoughts to you, :and duly repreſenting the nee 
ſity thereof. And firit of all be pleaſed a little to re- 
flet low you are not only really ſtraitned, and every 
day more and more confin'd, and ſurpriſed by the 
French King's taking Alſatia, Sundian, Briſac, Fri- 
birgh , and the Free County of Burgundy together 
with the Dukedom of Lorraiz, and ſeveral other Pla- 
ccs, but are yet more pinch'd by the many erected For- 
trefles, Sconces and Bridges as well on this ſide, as 
beyond the Rhine ; on purpolc that he may the more 
conveniently irtercept all Succors deſigned for you by 
the Roman Empire, which at this very Time ſeems 
to be aimed at by the undertaken Deſign with Creutz- 
nack, and which will indubitably as well now as 
hereafter be carried on, whenſoever the French King 
{hall obſerve you to be in a Condition not to hinder it, 
or ſhall think it fit to fall upon your ſelves, accordingly 
as he hath ſince his coming to the Governmeat given 
many Proots to the World, that he ſecks to bring all 
under his Yoke. Nay he placeth his inward Peace 1n 
forreign Wars, from whence you may cafily judge 
what you are to expct in time to come, if it ſhould 
{o fall out, that the Frenci King ſhould according to 
his Evil purpoſ.- get the upper hand in Germany ; not 
to mention the ;.nbecoming uſage and Entertainment 
your Ambaſſadors lately mer with in France, and other 
Paſſages therc. | 

And now it you will take this and other matters 1n- 


to your moſt ſerious Conlideration, and particularly 
| cal] 
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call to Mind how little any of the French King's Pro- 


miſes, how obligatory ſfoever they may ſecm to be, 


are tobe relied on, ſince no Articles of Peace or other 
Treaties (to the Performance of which he hath bound 
himſelf with an Oath) have been kept, bur hitherto 
violated and broken upon ſeveral frivolous Pretences, 
nay even ſometimes without any Pretext at all, ar 
his Will and Pleaſure : We cannot believe, or tear, 
that in reſpe& to the ſaid Towns you will either in- 
ſit with his Imperial Majetty upon any Neutrality, 
not at all allowable in this caſe, by Vertue of the 
AQ, and the approved Decree of the Empire atore- 
ſaid; or- that you will relolve to enter upon any ſuch 
Terms with the French King, for the fake of your 
Eſtates, whereby the Enemy would be ſtrengthened, 
and unavoidable Danger and Miſchict would fall up- 
on you. Wherefore we delire you, as it becomes us, 
that you will be pleaſed not only not to hearken to 
the Enemies Overtures and Propoſals, which have 
been, or hereafter may be made, but rather wholly 
to abandon the French King, and to adhere to the Ro- 
man Empire, and eſpecially without delay to recal 
the Forces of your Nation, and tree Companies, 
whereſoever they may have their Quarters, or remain 
in the French King's Service, on pain of ſevere Pu- 
niſhment, according to the Example of former times, 
and in imitation of your Anceitors ; ſince they have 
been already engaged againtt the Empire, and done 
ſo great Miſchiefs, though we are apt to believe, 
without your Knowledg, and againſt your Will, and 
direQly. contrary to the Hereditary Agreement. And 
rhat hereafter you will not permit the faid King to 
liſt, or raiſe Recruits of 'any Souldiers, to buy Horſes, 
export Corn, Ammunition, or Proviſions; nor be help- 
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tul to him, either direQtly or indirectly with Mony, 
or in giving him free Paſſage ; but that by all means 
poſſible you will prohibit the French Manufactures 
in all the Cantons, and other places belonging there- 
unto, and 1n general break oft all Commerce with 
him. Further, that you will take Copftantz, and the 
reſt of the tour Foreit- Towns into your particu/ar Pro- 
tection, in whoic Conſervation you are equally comn- 
cern'd with his Imperial Majeſty and the Empire ; 
and that upon cinergent occaſions you may be ina Rea- 
dinels to march your Troops toward the Frontiers. 
All which as 1t tends directly: t& your own Interelt, 
and to the maintaining a good and neighbourly Cor- 
relpondence (to the'{incere Obſervance whereof you 
have hitherto always tendred your Willingneſs; while 
the Alliance formerly made with France, could nor, 
or ought not to be any Obſtruction, 1n regarda ſaving 
Clauſe tor his Imperial Majeity,” and the Roman Em- 
Pire is there expre'ly inſerted, not ro mention that 
this War 15 undertaken merely for Sclt-defencce ; 
whereas the French King has again at this time, ap- 


peared a notorious Truce-breaker, and a hoſtile Inva- | 


der of Germany.) S9 we hope you will take theſe 
things into your ſerious Confideration, and proceed 
in rhe good Correſpondency, which hath been kept 
time out of Mind with the laid Roman Empire : 
Particularly that you” wilt adhere to the perpetual 
ticreditary Agrecment with the Arch-Dukes of Au- 
/tria, which hitherto hath proved ſo gloriouſly ſuc- 
celSful, and which you have not many Years fince 
conſtantly aſſured us, always to obſerve fiacerely, cx- 
actly and inviolablv, with a!l the obligatory Con- 
tents of it. And further that you will freely declare 
your Mind to thelc var Mutlengers (dilpatch'd to y OU 
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for vhat/purpoſe, and to whom we delire fu}] Credence 
may» bs | given) conceraing his Majeſties moſt graci- 
ous Demand, -and this our! reaſonable Requett : aſſu- 
ring your ſelves, that the Roman Empire ſhall not 
fail upon all occaſions to afford you conliderable Atli- 
ſtance; as we are ſtill willing and ready to do you all 


poſſible Kindneſs.
